
We claim: 



1. A method for facilitating implement»cion of an automated 
system for transacting business, the s^tem having a 
plurality of users, the users being sybject to predetermined 
rules governing business conduct, tl^ method comprising the 
steps of: 

assigning a user identifier y£o each user of the system; 

preparing a security profilfe corresponding to each 
identifier, each security profile including a set of 
authorized transactions ; 

preparing a list of paifrs of incompatible transactions 
in accordance with said predetermined rules; 

comparing each secumty profile with said list, to 
identify security profijfes including at least one pair of 
incompatible transactions; and 

generating a reoprt indicating those security profiles 
which^ include incomdatible transactions and the user 
identifiers associa(rted with those security profiles • 



2. A method according to claim 1, further comprising the 
steps of: 

after sa:^ preparing steps, storing the security 
profiles and/the list of pairs of incompatiBle transactions 
in a ~cornput^r-readable storage medium; and 

retrLleving the security profiles and the list of pairs 



of incompatible transactions from the computer-readable 
storage^iedium, j 

wjferein said comparing step and said generating step are 
automated . 
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3. A method according/to claim 1, further comprising the 
steps of:, 

modifying at le£st one of 

(a) a sec/rity profile including a pair of 
incompatible trans/ctions , and 

(b) sai f list of pairs of in compatible 
transactions, so Jthat said security profile after 
modification do^ not include a pair of incompatible 
transactions ; 

generating a report indicating the modification made in 
said modifying step. 



4. A method for facilitating implementaCion of an automated 
system for transacting business, the s^tem having a 
plurality of users, the users being sm)ject to predetermined 
rules governing business conduct, th/ method comprising the 
steps of: 

assigning a user identifier each user of the system; 

preparing a plurality of se^rity profiles each 
including a set of authorized t/ansactions , each user 
identifier being associated ysjf^h at least one security 
profile; 

preparing a list of 
in accordance with said pi 

generating a set of^Fansactions for each user 
identifier, the set of transactions for a given user 
identifier including am of the transactions in the security 
profiles associated wi^th said user identifier; 

comparing said set of transactions with said list, to 
identify user identifiers having associated therewith at 
least one pair of incompatible transactions; and 

generating ^report indicating those user identifiers 
identified in safd comparing step.

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5. A method according to claim 4, furtror comprising the 
steps of: 

after said preparing steps, stor/ng the security 
profiles and the list of pairs of in/ompatible transactions 
in a computer-readable storage medMm; and 

retrieving the security profiZes and the list of pairs 
of incompatible transactions from the computer-readable 
storage medium, 

wherein said comparing^B^p and said generating steps 
are automated. 
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6. A method according tol^J^iifr^, further comprising the 
steps of: 

modifying at least ibne of 

(a) a securi^ profile associated with a user 
identifier for a user/authorized to perform a pair of 
incompatible transac/ions , and 

(b) said^ist of pairs of incompatible 
transactions, so mat after modification said user identifier 
does not have as^ciated therewith a pair of incompatible 
transactions ; 

generating a report indicating the modification made in 
said modifying step - 



A computer-readable medium JPiaving stored therein 
instructions for performing a/nethod for facilitating 
implementation of an automated system for transacting 
business, the system having/a plurality of users, the users 
being subject to predetermined rules governing business 
conduct, the method compmsing the steps of: 

retrieving a securiity profile associated with each user
